If early labors may be taken as a 
criterion, the democratic party will 
win at the spring election.

In all, elev­ 
en democratic office suitors are in the 
field, while only two republicans have 
started work.

Another case of the “ pay your fare fare was charged. But now the agent 


or walk” slogan of the railroads is 


evidenced, this 
time being 
among 


the children. 
No longer can there 


be an evading of payment among the 


children who are subject to 
fares. 
Since the first of the year, when the 
interstate 
commerce 
commissions 
law went into effect, the child of five 
years goes as a half fare traveler. 
This price is charged those between 
five and twelve years, and was sup­ 
posed to have been charged in times 
gone by, but there was a certain de­ 
gree of indifference among the ticket 
agents about charging the little one 
of five or probably a year or two 
older. 
But the law now emphatically 
states that the age of children must 
be inquired into by the ticket agent 
and 
the charges made 
accordingly. 
Those over the age of twelve years 
have to pay full fare and this will be 
reduced 
under no circumstances 
if 
the law is obeyed. 
And there is no 
reason why the railroads would want 
to disobey this law. 
In the past, if an agent saw a child 
whom he may have judged to be 
under 5 years of age, he allowed 't to 
be taken along with its parents or 
chaperon, for nothing. 
Likewise if 
the child looked to be younger than 
twelve and older than five years, half 


is supposed to ask the ages of chil­ 
dren. 
The 
agents 
claim 
that 
this 
is 
strictly followed and they think they 
are told the truth in practically all 
cases. 
“ W e can no longer ignore 
th's 
matter and be indifferent,” said one 
agent. 
“ W e are compelled to make 
as sure of the ages of children as 
possible, and I think we arc told the 
truth, too. 
It would hardly pay, it 
seems to us to be told what was not 
so, especially in local trade, for there 
is a probability of the truth cropping 
out at any time.” 
In speaking of the chances of rail­ 
roads in this section cutting down 
their fare to two cents a mile through 
law, the agent did not and would not 
say whether he thought this would 
be done. 
But he was of the opinion 
that it would be a good thing for the 
railroads. 
“ I actually believe,” he said, “that 
the receipts would be larger. 
It is 
evident that 
more 
people 
would 
travel and this 
would 
make 
trips 
oftener. 
W hat is more, it seems that 
a two cent fare is going to be im­ 
perative. 
Competition of these elec­ 
tric roads has to be met and this is 
apparently the only way it can be 
done satisfactorily.”
